No m atter how long the cu rrent dep ression 
may last, the su ffering th at it has brou ght to the 
children will hav e p erm anent effects. 
This is the declaration of Miss Grace Abbott, 
chief of the Children’s Bu reau of the Dep artment 
of Labor. She adds: 
-If y ou cannot feed children p rop erly they 
cannot mak e it u p nex t y ear. To talk of cu rtail­ 
ing or limiting children’s p rograms at a time lik e 
this is to talk of increasing the already heav y 
bu rden on many millions of children, not only in 
p hy sical bu t mental su ffering. 
-We k now th at we are actu ally the richest and 
most p owerfu l cou ntry in the world, bu t th at is 
of no u se u nless we tak e care of ou r children.” 
The imp lications of Miss Abbott’s remark s are 
not p leasant. The child who has gone on short 
rations du ring the p ast y ear—and there hav e 
been thou sands u p on thou sands in th at fix —has 
su ffered from something the effects of which will 
nev er leav e him. 
He has been p laced u nder a 
v ery real handicap , from which he will su ffer, to 
a certain ex tent, all of his life. 
Here, tru ly , is a thou ght to mak e u s redou ble 
ou r efforts in the v ariou s relief camp aigns that 


are engaging our attention. It is bad enough to 
think of grown people going hungry — but the 
thought of small children being handicapped in 
this way is unendurable. 
Howev er, that is the way adult folly usually 
works out. 
Grownups make the mistakes, and 
the y oungsters pay for them. 
During the World War uncounted millions of 
children paid the price of the stupidity and blind 
fury of the rulers of Europe. The combined ex ­ 
cesses of the Czarist and Sov iet gov ernments of 
Russia brought death to no one knows how many 
helpless children. 
There are in Germany and 
Austria today hundreds of thousands of y oung 
people who will nev er know complete health and 
mental v igor because they were insufficiently 
nourished during the war day s. In France and 
England, similarly , there are many who are 
growing towards manhood under fearful handi­ 
caps because their fathers were taken from them 
by the war. 
That is the way things generally happen. The 
adult world, through its own blindness, falls into 
'a war, a business depression or some similar 
calamity —and the children bear the brunt.

come for the year is $1,500 or 
more or whose gross income is 
$5,000, and married men who had 
net incomes of $3,500 or more or 
gross incomes of $5,000 or more 
must file income tax returns. 


The tax amounts to one and 


half per cent*normal tax on the 
first $4,000 in excess of the per- 
sonal exemption and credits, and 
to three per cent normal tax on 
the next $4,000. On the remain- 
ing balance of income a five per 
cent normal tax is imposed. Sur- 
taxes are imposed on net in- 
comes in excess of $10,000. 


The returns for the calendar 


year 1930 must be filed not later 
than March 15 of this year, with 
the collector of internal revenue 
for this district. A penalty of not 
more than $10,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, 
or both, is imposed by the sta- 
tue for wilful failure to make re- 
turn on tune.

on the measure but overwhelm-

No matter how long the current depression 


may last, the suffering that it has brought to the 
children will have permanent effects. 


This is the declaration of Miss Grace Abbott, 


chief of the Children's Bureau of the Department 
of Labor. She adds: 


"If you cannot feed children properly they 


cannot make it up next year. To talk of curtail- 
ing or limiting children's programs at a time like 
this is to talk of increasing the already heavy 
burden on many millions of children, not only in 
physical but mental .suffering. 


••We know that we are actually the richest and 


most powerful country in the world, but that is 
of no use unless we take care of our children." 


The implications of Miss Abbott's remarks are 


not pleasant. The child who has gone on short 
rations during the past year—and there have 
been thousands upon thousands in that fix—has 
suffered from something the effects of which will 
never leave him. He has been placed under a 
very real handicap, from which he will suffer, to 
a certain extent, all of his life. 


Here, truly, is a thought to make us redouble 


our efforts in the "various relief campaigns that 


are engaging our attention. It is bad enough fc 
think of frown people going hungry"— but th 
thought of small children being handicapped 
this way is unendurable. 


However, that Is the way adult folly usuall 


works out. Grownups make the mistakes, an 
the youngsters pay for them. 
"^ 


During the World War uncounted millions o 


children paid the price of the stupidity and blin 
fury of the rulers of Europe. The combined ex 
cesses of the Czarist and Soviet governments o 
Russia brought death to no one knows how man 
helpless children. There are in Germany am 
Austria today hundreds of thousands of youn 
people who will never know complete health and 
mental vigor because they were insufficiently 
nourished during the war days. In France and 
England, similarly, there are many who are 
growing towards manhood under fearful handi 
caps because their fathers were taken from them 
by tiie war. 


That is the way things generally happen. Th 


adult world, through its own blindness, falls into 
' a war, a business depression ,or some simila 
calamity—and the children bear the brunt.
